F ive persons w ere killed in Indiana traffic during the 
weekend, raising the 1975 toll to 36 com pared with 44 a 
year ago. One of the deaths w as weather related, 
blamed on a slushy road surface. 
Robert H. Cook, 67, North Salem , was killed Saturday 
morning when his car skidded on a slush-covered Marion 
County road w est of Indianapolis and hit a tree. Police 
said Cook’s wife, Irish, 60, and his 7year-old grandson, 
Jeffery Parks of North Salem , w ere injured seriously in 
the accident just north of U.S. 36 at Clermont. 
Mrs. Myra M echler, 38, Indianapolis, was injured 
fatally Saturday in a head-on collision on U. S. 36 in 
eastern Marion County. Authorities said Mrs. M echler 
was in a pickup truck driven by her husband, Patrick, 
28, which went out of control and collided with a car 
driven by Elaine M. Mahinlly, 21, Indianapolis. Mrs. 
Mahinlly was eight months pregnant and m iscarried, 
authorities said. 
Three other deaths occurred Friday night. 
Jam es R. Schutte, 21, and Jene R. Borgm an, 20, both 
of Greensburg, w ere killed Friday night in a head-on 
collision between their Jeep and a tanker truck along U. 
S. 421 about six m iles southeast of Greensburg in 
D ecatur County. 
Jeffrey Strickland, 17, Cincinnati, died Friday night 
about four hours after the car in which he was riding 
collided with a truck along U. S. 31 near Carmel in 
Hamilton County.

Meldrim 
Thomson had appointed Wyman 
to serve the final 24 days of 
Sen. Norris Cotton’s term when 
the 74-year-old 
Republican 
retired early 
to get higher 
retirement benefits. 
“There is no question wheth­ 
er he was senator for 60 hours 
or 60 d ay s,” Schiappa said. 
“We have the right to use 
Senate stationery and the frank 
until the end of March.”

Few know a piano like Eddie 
Lain, even though this trans­ 
planted West Texan has never 
seen one. 
Lain has been blind since he 
was 6 years old, but that has 
never stopped him when he 
wanted to do something and for 
years now he has been tuning 
pianos, 
“It seemed only natural for a 
guy who had eight years of 
piano lessons, played the bass 
fiddle in a small school band 
and studied the violin,” Lain 
said. 
Lain, 47, was born and reared 
in Savannah, Ga. A combina­ 
tion of malaria and spinal 
meningitis left him with 5 per 
cent vision, and it grew less 
through the years. 
Since 1957, he has had only 
“light” vision —able to detect 
between light and dark. But for 
the past 15 years, Lain has 
carved a successful career out 
of tuning pianos which has 
taken him to California and 
back to Texas. 
“A 
blind 
person 
has 
to 
concentrate more than others,” 
Lain said, "because without 
sight about 85 per cent of one’s 
ability is impaired. 
"We aren’t superior in what 
we do —we just have to try 
harder.” 
That’s something Lain has 
been doing all his life. 
“I got to the second grade in 
public school before my parents 
and teacher knew I couldn’t 
see ,” 
he 
said. 
“ I 
would 
memorize everything I heard, 
and go on memory.” 
Lain grew up with sighted 


children 
and 
even 
played 
baseball with them. 
“They would roll the ball on 
the ground to me and I would 
swing at it like I was playing 
golf,” he said 
Out of school from the second 
grade until he was 13, Lain 
learned the basics in Braille at 
home 
from 
a 
government- 
sponsored teacher. He entered 
the Georgia Academy for the 
Blind 
at 
Macon 
where 
he 
graduated from high school in 
1948. 
During 
his 
stay 
at 
the 
academy 
he 
played 
touch 
football, belonged to a 
Boy 
Scout troop and went camping 
with sighted scouts. He was a 
member of the school debating 
team 
that 
won 
the 
state 
championship 
in 
1948 
—in 
competition with sighted stu­ 
dents. 
As a youth Lain participated 
in boating, swimming, hiking, 
ice and roller skating, sledding, 
horseback riding and bicycling, 
some of which he still does 
when he has time. 
“I did all the activities the 
other youngsters did,” 
Lain 
said. “My parents never said I 
could not do anything. They 
worried about me because I 
would 
take risks, 
but 
they 
never prevented me for doing 
anything. 
“They 
never said 
I 
was 
different from my brother or 
sister, or any other of the kids I 
played with,” he said. 
A pet hobby of Lain’s was 
woodworking. 
“ I used power saws, jointers 
and other electric tools and 
never lost a finger,” he said. “I 
especially liked to build model 


planes, cars and trains —most 
of which I could carve and 
shape out of wood.” 
He received his training in 
piano tuning and repair at the 
Kansas City Conservatory of 
Music in 1950 and began his 
trade in Pasadena, Calif. 
It’s been a way of life and 
livelihood for him ever since.

Attorney Bruce Maclin, who 
now lives in Bakersfield, Calif., 
said he wrote a newspaper

Maclin said that unless the 
bodies were exhumed, there 
would be no way of knowing if 
the bodies lay side by side.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
AFL-CIO will prepare its own 
response 
to

AFL-CIO President George 
Meany’s notions about how to 
cure economic ills are common 
knowledge so it is easy to 
predict the outcome of a Jan. 
23 meeting he has called on the 
economy. 
Meany and AFL-CIO Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Lane Kirkland 
called a meeting of the union’s 
general board to consider what 
they call “the economic disasd 
ter.” 
A general board meeting has 
never been called before for 
this 
purpose 
according 
to 
Andrew F. Biemiller, the chief 
lobbyist for 
the union con­ 
glomerate. In a recent inter­ 
view, he said the meeting will 
be the AFL-CIO “answer to the 
State of the Union message.” 
“We think this has to be 
done. We’re really skeptical 
about what may be in the State 
of the Union message,” he said. 
Summoning the board, Kirk­ 
land and 
Meany 
declared 
“recession is rapidly turning 
into depression, unemployment 
is mounting daily, the construc­ 
tion industry is a disaster area, 
other segments are collapsing, 
while 
inflation 
continues 
to 
undermine the living standards 
of all.” 
. When 
they 
meet, 
certain 
unions are sure to promote the 
kinds of program s that will 
most suit their members. For 
example, shipbuilding and sea­ 
farer unions can be expected to 
recommend that American oil 
imports be carried by Ameri­ 
can 
built 
and 
Am erican 
manned ships. 
But there are broader ap­ 
proaches, too. George Hardy, 
president of the half million 
Service Employes International 
Union, offered two proposals 
recently. He suggested a 35 
hour week at 40 hours pay in 
large firms, a step that Hardy 
said would create a million 
jobs. 
Hardy 
also 
said

government should eliminate 
tax deductions on checks of full 
time workers earning less than 
$100 a week. 


The basic AFL-CIO economic 
program focuses on interest 
rates, taxes and federal spen­ 
ding.

public works projects. 
The President also could use

housing. 
UnemDloyment in th** construc­ 
tion industry—where wages are 
also among the highest—is 15 
per cent. 
And 
Meany 
contends 
the 
President has authority to force 
the Federal Reserve Board to 
ration credit, assuring loans for 
what government officials may 
deem 
“socially 
useful 
pro­ 
gram s.” 
“We’re going to press that 
that be done,” Biemiller said. 
“Nothing contributes more to 
inflation than the high interest 
rates that we’ve had in this 
country. 
“The 
whole 
theory 
that 
(Federal Reserve Board Chair­ 
man) Arthur Burns has pro­ 
ceeded on—tight money and 
high interest rates—is the worst 
thing that has ever happened to 
the United States of America.” 
Kirkland promised the AFL- 
CIO will call for “emergency 
aid to the housing industry, 
which has been a particular 
source of economic stagnation 
and decline in this country.” 
K irkland also said it was 
likely that organized labor “will 
support and endorse an em er­ 
gency tax cut of substantial 
proportions to give a quick 
infusion of purchasing power 
into the economy to offset some 
of the decline, sharp decline in 
real income and purchasing 
power that our members and 
the public generally 
have 
suffered.”

Committee On Aging Charges 
Widespread Kickbacks In Homes

nursing 
homes 
are 
abusing prescription drugs — 
for example by heavily tran­ 
quilizing elderly patients 
to 
make staff work easier, says 
the Senate Special Committee 
on Aging. 
The committee also described 
“widespread 
kickbacks” 
by 
druggists of cash and gifts to 
nursing home operators for the 
privilege of providing drugs for 
their patients. 


“In short, an ugly pattern of 
prescription drug misuse, with 
harsh consequences to patients, 
exists in many nursing homes 
of the United States,” it said in 
a report. 


Sens. Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, 
chairman of the panel’s sub­ 
committee on long-term care, 
and 
Charles 
Percy, 
R ill., 
ranking subcommittee minority 
member, said the findings on 


nursing home drug practices 
are among the most disturbing 
they have encountered in their 
extensive probe of the fast- 
growing nursing home industry. 
“We are forced to conclude 
that many older persons, in 
complete dependence upon 
those responsible for their care 
in nursing homes, may often 
actually 
suffer 
setbacks 
in 
physical well-being because of 
poor management, or worse, of 
prescription 
drugs given 
to 
them,” they said in a joint 
statement. 
The 317-page report, third in 
a series of studies on aspects of 
nursing 
home 
care, 
cited 
questionable drug experiments 
on elderly patients, sometimes 
dangerous dosage errors and 
testimony of patients 
being 
made “zombies” and “vegeta­ 
bles” by the heavy use of 
tranquilizers. 
“But the great tragedy in the 
use of tranquilizers is that the

most active and aggressive 
patients are the most likely to 
receive tranquilizers and yet, it 
is these patients who may have 
the best chance for rehabilita­ 
tion,” the report said.

“Kickbacks are a way of life in 
this country ; there is a little 
larceny in us all.”

BUILDING SANDSTONE 


Scattered in at least 20 counties in 
south-central Indiana are many abandoned 
sandstone quarries, most of which were 
used in the late 1800’s and early 1900’s 
to supply building materials. The sand­ 
stone industry has now consolidated and 
diminished in size, so that only three 
counties—Brown, Lawrence, and Morgan- 
have commercial sandstone operations. 
An excellent place to see different types 
of sandstone architecture and to observe 
the stone’s great durability is at the Saint 


Meinrad Archabbey in northeastern Spen­ 
cer County. The monks of Saint Meinrad 
began 
quarrying sandstone at nearby 
Monte Cassino in the 1870’s. Some of the 
stone quarried in these early years, still 
excellently preserved, is a part of the 
monastery and Benet Hall. The Arch­ 
abbey Church, constructed of sandstone 
between 1898 and 1907, stands both as 
an inspiring place of worship and as an 
enduring memorial to the craftsmanship 
of the members of this order.

British move wasn’t enough for 
an extension of the truce. 
“ It was a pittance,” he said, 
making the thumbs-down ges­ 
ture at a social club in Belfast’s 
Andersonstown district. “ If I 
had anything to say about it, 


there would be no extension." 
Loughran said he had just 
returned from a meeting of the

in 
Dublin but refused to discuss 
the group’s decision on the 
cease-fire question 
Sources close to the council 
said 
the
